Since the much-regretted death 
of little Miss Beaiie Mackay there 
has been‘a lot of public criticism of 
the Colony’s motor ambulance ser- 
vice, and in order that the public 
might be the better able to judge of 
the Iamentable inadequacy of that 
service, a Telegraph representative 
has been making some 
from which we tearn of the follawe 
ing facts: ae 

THE PRESENT SERVICE. 
There are two motor ambulances 
in Hongkong, both stationed at the 
Fire Station in. Des Voeux Road. 

- They are both available for duty at 
any time of the day, or night, the

ambulance has two attendants who 
have received first-aid instruction 
from Dr, Thomas, of the Tung Wah 
Hospital, These ambulances are 
available for foreigners, for Chine- 
se and for any naval and military 
“cases, and have also to take over any 
stretcher cages which some across 
the harbour from Kowloon for ad- 
mission into a Hongkong hospita!. 
They have often goné out as far cs 
Repulse Bay Hotel’ to bring inva 
sick person, they frequently go to 
the Victoria, Peak and Matilda Hov- 
‘pitals, and it not infrequently hap- 
pens that they are both away on 
some such work when an . urgent 
call, Comes through in conneetien 
with an accident. These two moter 
ambulances answer calls-averaging 
about three per day, but it fre- 
quently happens (as it necessarily 
must) that, they are both away to- 
ether. 
$40 per month and the attendants 
are puid'. $20 per . month 
—a wage which is far too 
low to attract the right type 
of man. ‘Two: attendants . to 
one ambulance is not enough, the 
men complain, because patients arc 
often heavy and have to be carried 
long distanees (especially at 
Matilda Hospital) and because the 
motor ambulance stretchers are, by 
reason of their soecial construction, 
much henvier than an ordinary 
hand stretcher, 

There is one motor ambulance in 
Kowloon—a bi blue one that was 
out here for some time. before the 
two new white ambulaneea which 
serve Hongkong. ‘There is ‘one 
driver (whose relief is ‘arranged 
with the drivers of the fire-engines) 
and two attendants, and the ambu- 
Lance is available at all hours of the 
day and night. Long distance 
calls, such as to Taipo and to acci- 
dents at any point on the, Kowloon- 
‘Fanting Road, are not infrequent 
and should there be two simultane- 
oug calls for the ambulance, then 
-ono of the cages might possibly 
have to wait for two hours or more 
bofore the vehicle is free. . The 
military authorities have.the use of 
the ambulance when required, and 
cases of ordinary sickness among 
the civil population needing | re-

MINIMUM NEEDS. 


If the Hongkong Fire Station 
were supplied with three ambu- 
lances and, above all, with an 
ample supply of fully trained firsr- 
aid attendants, it is thought that 
the provision would then be 
quate, Rarely are there more than 
three simultaneous cally on the 
Hongkong side, and three ambu- 
lances, with drivers and three at- 
tendants to each always ready for 
duty, would guffice, at least-for pre- 
sent needs, 

‘In Kewloon, which is sogn to have 
its own hospital, two ambulances 
each with three fully-trainad atten- 
dants and a driver always available, 
would be sufficient, it is thought, 
apart from abnormal happenings, 
The Fire Stations are, perhaps, 
the most convenient depots for an:- 
bulances, because there is both 
civil and government telephoni¢ 
communication and because it is un- 
doubtedly economical for the am- 
bulance drivers to be ,workcd in 
with the fire engine drivers. Su- 
pervision of equipment and mer 
comes very naturally under the 
Station chiefs, 

The trouble in the past has been 
tho reluctance of the’ Government 
to spend money on the ambulance 
service, treating it as something 
quite subsidiary and not of gréat 
urgent importance. The atten- 
dants ought to be better paid, thus 
attracting. a botter and more fully 
qualified type of man, and the 
number of vehicles should be in- 
creased at Jeaat to tho number sug- 
gested in the-foregoing paragruph.

General Chang Tso-lin, 
Mukde Warlord, is about 60 yeara 
of.age, He received practically na 
edugation in chis youth, and 
first. camo. into: prominence 
by fighting on the side of 
Japan’ in the Russ-Japanesa 
war. After the war, he surrendered 
with his men’ to ‘the Chinese 
Government, and then received 


quick ‘promotion on account of the  ~ 


bravery and good discipline of his 
force. Je was appointed Military 
Governon of Fengtien after the - 
Revolution in 1911 and he still holds, 
that office, in spite of the fact. that 


he. has been “dismissed” from it. 
He has exerted control over. an 
extremely large and well-organised 
army, with headquarters at Mukden. 
He served President Yuan Shih-kai 
and then assisted’ Tuan Chi<jul 
(now. Chief Executive) to, restore 
the Republic in 1917 against the 
coup of General Chang Haun. He. 
was made Inspecting-General of 
the: Threo Eastern Provinces in 
1918, and with General Tsao Kun, 


in 1920; led an expedition to 'dis--~ 


band the Anfu political club. 
‘After he was “defeated” by the 
forces of the Chihl{ party in the 
fighting In and around Peking in 
the Spring of.1922, he was ordered. 
to be relieved of all his posts, but 
he has defied the Central Govern- 
ment and, has virtually ruled Man-

He also stated that, 
owing to another engagement, he 
was sorry he could not go to the 
wharf to bid them good-bye, for 
which he asked to be forgiven, 
but he hoped they would enjoy 
a pleasant voyage to Canton, In 
conclusion he . said,  regard-

Suppressing Banditry. 

dt is welcome news to hour 
that the Canton authorities have 
in hand a comprehensive scheme 
which aims at the suppression of 
bandit activity... Working with 
armed forces on land and water, 
together with aeroplanes, if 
found necessary, the (rovernment 
is credited with the intention of 
organising a big movement by 
which it is hoped to extirpate or 
scatter brigund bunds in all parts 
of Kwangtung, and for the better 
carrying out of the plan 4 system 
of. district committees and sub- 
committees has been devised. It 
is thus hoped to secure the active 
co-gperation of every town and 
village in the project, and this 
appears to be-quite feasible in 
view of the admirable locul 
government, system. in vogue in 
practically evéry part ‘of China. 
We in Hongkorig with the Can- 
ton authorities every ‘success in 
their efforts, for the. bandit’6vil is 
one which causés injury not only 
to the people and: trade ‘of 
Kwangtung but asa consequence, 
to the ‘business interests. of this 
Colony as well. One part of ‘the 
Canton schome is the patrolling 
of waterways by gunboats und 
arnied ‘launches, and this should 
prove extremely valuable in keep- 
ing a cheek on the -activities of 


findividuals who are often loosely 


referred to as pirates, but. who in 
reality are bandits operating 
afloat in the many waterways of 
the province. If it comes to a 
question of a big ‘expedition to 
rout out these pests, we have not 
the, slightest doubt that foreign 
naval forces would gladly assist 
in the work of ridding Kwang- 
tung of this ever-present evil.

As Mark Twain said’ when ho} 


read his obituary, the reports of 
our Governor's retirement havo 
been greatly exaggerated. . At his 


first’ public appearance since he]: 
returned to: the Colony, Sir Lan-| « 


rence , Guillemard very deelsively 
knocked on the head the interest- 
ing rumours that hava been in 
circulation during his absence. So 
far from his throwing off. the 
burden of. office within a fow 
months, or even weeks, as had been 
siiggcsted In 2 London message, His 
Excellency announced that he hoped 
to spend more than one more 
Armistice Day in Malaya. At the 
time, he was addressing -an. ex- 
Service gathering, and. the very 
marked warmth of the welcome 
extended to him on thiy occasion 
was signifleant. Of His Excel- 
lency’s personal popularity there 
can ‘be no question, and when an 
attack upon him, couched in aingu- 
larly ungracious terms, appeared in 
a local paper on the very afternoon 
of his arrival from Home, public 
sentiment reacted strongly in the 
opposite direction. The publica- 
tion in the same paper, and on the 
same day, of details of the pro- 
posed changes in the Federal Cons- 
titution, was followed by an official 
statement that the proposals there 
outlined bore little if any relation 
to those which-will. be laid before 
the Federal Council next month, 
The Straits Times, however, main- 
tains that its information ‘came 
from ‘a reliable sour¢e, and official 
denials, at home or abroad, are like 
ndvance theatrical -notices—to - be 
taken with a grain of salt. So we 
can but wait and see. Armistice 
Day was duly observed down here 
with the usual religions services 
and ex-Service festivities, and we 
also had the two-minutes’ silence, 
but this solemn observance. is 
curiously unsatisfactory in a city 
such as ours, where it is ‘ignored 
in Chinatown, Fortunately the 
day was a public holiday, and there 
was little traffic in the streets, so 
that the interval between the guns 
seemed quiet enough to the erawded 
congresation assembled in ‘the 
Cathedral.;1;,:. . ‘ \ 


Our Imperial Future * 
. The distinguished soldier who is 
responsible for the defence of this 
country had some remarkable things 
to say at the ex-Service banquet on 
Armistice. Night. He told ua that 
in due time Singapore will be the 
Clapham Junction of the airways’ 
of the eastern and southern worlds, 
that we shall -have surface craft, 
submarines, a minefield, heavier 
land. defences, ‘an increased garri- 
son, and’ many other thingg which 
will change the face of. Singapore, 
and possibly invest Penang and 
several. of the magnificent but 
almost unknown harbours on the 
west coast of Malaya with an 
Imperial importance which they do 
not now possess. “Sir Theodore} 
Fraser added that these things were 
coming the more surely because 
they were coming slowly. If the 
statue of Sir .Stamford Raffles, 
brooding over the harbour near the 
scene of these festivities, had ears 
to hear, these words would have 
been pleasant hearing for the 
founder of Singapore, for no more 
emphatic confirmation of his choice 
of the site of this port could have 
been vouchsafed. General Fraser} 
also told us that Cameron’s Plateau, 
the proposed site for a hill-station 
in the northern hills of the Penin- 
sula, will one day be a vast metro- 
polis of health, with accommodation 
for thousands of people, and gur- 
rounded by farms and gardens of 
every description. Well, Cameron’s 
Plateau is still virgin jungle, and 
largely unexplored, and the Straits 
of Johore, save for the giant cause. 
way. which Inks Singapore island 
with the mainland, are as desolate 
and beautiful as’ they. have ‘been 
ever gince the soiling «. clippers 
passed that way into the China Sen. 
Signs are not wanting, however, 
that serious work ig about to be 
commenced on the ‘naval base. A 
veritable mammoth among dredgora 
has arrived from Portsmouth, extra 
personnel are coming out, and the 
apparent inaction of. the last few 
‘months, which’ have bien. occupied 
in survey work, is at last beginning 
to, benr fruit.

What Malaya Wants. 

It was fortunate that the, occasion 
‘caught General Fraser in a, mood 
of prophecy, for he has told us more 
about the Imperial destiny of Singa- 
pore and Malaya, as it is being 
planned in the offices grouped about 
Whitehall, than anyone clse haa 
ventured. to do, It may be true 
that his statements wero vague and 
general enough, but he speaks with 
unique authority, and with. the 
knowledge that the public snatch 
eagerly ary crumbs of information 
regarding the alluring subject of 
our future that our reticent Govern- 
ment lets fall. The developments 
General Fraser foreshadowed will 
have direct and indirect results for 
the civilian population, and the 
latter will be the most important. 
When it all comes.true, we shall be 
just as intent upon tin and rubber 
as we are to-day, and H.M, Forces 
will go their own, inobtrusive, 
quietly efficient way, but indirectly 
the existence of a naval and air 
base should result in a very great 
increase in the amenitiey-of life in 
Malaya. The three things we look 
forward to here, and which another 
generation will certainly have, are 
a proper hill-station, wireless, and 
airways. We need wireless to 
supplement our news service, and 
‘the very excellent service which is 
collected at Bandoeng in Java, and 
distributed to alli the newspapers 
of thé Dutch Hast Indies shows 
what can be done in this direction; 
it is to'be hoped that one ‘day the 
British Admiralty will follow the 
precedent set by the United States, 
and allow their statioris fo be used 
for this-purpose. Facilities for air 
travel would make an incredible 
difference to our life here. This 
country, with its calm seas, many 
rivers, and serene weather, is ideal 
for flying, and.Colone] de Pinedo 
showed ug, when he passed over the 
Peninsula, that it would be possible, 
with proper facilitics for air travel, 
to breakfast in Singapore and be in 
Java for tiffin, or spend the week- 
end in’Penang, four hundred miles 
away, or in the hills of Sumatra, 
and be back in our offices on Mon; 
day morning. As a matter of fact* 
it is by no means certain that air- 
ways could: not be operated pro- 
fitably already between Singapore 
and the Dutch! Indies, consideriny 
the extent of the tourist traffic. 


" HOLDING UP RUGBY SEASON. 


The Clerk of the Weather has evi- 
dently decided to remind us of the 
fact that in Singapore we play the 
Rugby game more or less on suffer- 
ance. Ordinarily we expect to 
start “rugger” about the middle of 
Gctober, although the ground at 
that stage is not usually.in a con- 
dition to encourage heroic tackling. 
In November, December, and 
January, on the other hand, the only 
danger is that the ground may be 
under ‘water, although the scienti- 
fieally-drained, ~ Sports ” stadium 
which we now havevat Singapore 
has proved a great boon, . and 
atands the constant wear of “sac:
